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RESPONSE TO MOTION FOR IMMEDIATE RELIEF 

Kentucky ALLTEL, Inc., ("Kentucky ALLTEL"), hereby submits this Response to the 

Motion for Immediate Relief filed by Brandenburg Telephone Company ("Brandenburg") on 

March 22, 2004 and in support thereof states as follows: 

1. Brandenburg's Motion for Immediate Relief should be denied in its entirety as 

need for immediate relief.

2. Despite Brandenburg's allegations that Kentucky ALLTEL has unreasonably and 

unlawfully required Brandenburg to work with ALLTEL Publishing to obtain SLI, this process 

of maintaining a separate publishing agent is not unreasonable or unlawful and is in fact common 

industry practice.
